A M in n esota W om an o f W ea lth O u td oes 
J a c k th e R ip p er. 


F a r m in g t o n (M inn.), September 2.—The 
atrocities of “Jack the Ripper,” in the 
W hitechapel 
district 
of London, 
were 
eclipsed yesterday by Mrs. Samuel Holmes, 
wife of one of the wealthiest and most 
prom inent farmers in Dakota county, and 
m other of three grown-up children. " Mrs. 
Holmes has long been addicted to the ex­ 
cessive use of stim ulants, and when under 
the influence of liquor is a veritable fiend. 
Repeated efforts to wean her from the per­ 
nicious habit proved fruitless, and as a last 
resort, and hoping to frighten her into per­ 
m anent sobriety, Mr. Holmes announced 
on Saturday that it was his intention to 
transfer all his property, consisting of bank 
stocks and mortgages, to his eldest son, 
leaving his wife nothing except her dower 
interest in the homestead, two miles south 
of this city. 
Mrs. Holmes, angered and mortified that 
the family skeleton should thus be paraded 
in public, came to town aud purchased a 
quantity of liquor. She returned home at 
G o’clock Saturday evening, crazed by drink 
and at once quarreled w ith her husband. 
Her condition and abuse disgusted him 
and he retired to his room. She sat up all 
night drinking the liquor she had pur­ 
chased in this city and "plotting the crime 
she committed at sunrise. 
At 5 o’clock this m orning the woman, 
who by this tim e was on the verge of de­ 
lirium tremens, went to the woodshed, 
seized an ax, and returning to the room 
where her husband was sleeping soundly, 
sent the keen edge of the weapon deep into 
the sleeping m an’s head. 
A second blow nearly severed his right 
arm at the shoulder, and, although he was 
dead at this time, Mrs. Holmes had not 
finished her fiendish work. She placed a 
giant powder cartridge, such as is used in 
blasting stumps, in the mouth of the dead 
man and lighted the fuse. The cartridge 
exploded, 
blowing Holmes' 
head and 
shoulders to atoniB and shattering every­ 
thing in the room. The noise of the ex­ 
plosion attracted Samuel H aines, a neigh­ 
boring farmer, who hastened into towD 
and lodged inform ation against the m ur­ 
deress. 
H olmes’ bloody and disfigured corpse is 
now in charge of the Coroner, and his wife, 
in a half-drunken stupor, is locked in the 
County Jail to await developments at the 
inquest, which will be held to-morrow.

R ail­ 
roads stopped this by crashing out these 
shippers, and wrecks of m any of them are 
to be seen about the stockyards to-day. 
The dressed beef trade has killed the >ive 
cattle dealers.” 
Brown said the dressed beef men were 
not frightened by pleuro-pnenmonia. be­ 
cause Europe w ouldn’t take live cattle. 
The price went down and they were bene­ 
fited accordingly. 
Portions of beef that 
could not he disposed of otherwise, he said, 
were used in canning.

The gun used will be one of the eight-inch 
rifles, recently turned out in W ashington. 
It will be planted 250 yards from the tur­ 
ret and loaded with a charge of powder 
sufficient to¡ drive the shots through thir­ 
teen inches. 
Seven shots will be fired 
unless the target is broken before that point 
is reached. The test will cost nearly $19,­ 
000. This includes the cost of the turret.

AN IMPROBABLE STORY. 


T he story that comes irotn Shanghai to 
th e eilect th at the Chinese Government 
has resolved to expel from the country all 
Americans now 
¡11 its employ, is fishy. 
There are several reasons why it is not 
probable. 
There are very few Americans 
in tiie employment of the Chinese Govern­ 
m ent; they are not very im portant people, 
th a t is, do not hold high official stations; 
as a measure of retaliation it would not be 
strong or impressive ; it is not to the in ­ 
terest of China, nor is it in accord with 
h er poiicy to resort to such measures. The 
balance of trade is against us, and China 
therefore finds an excellent customer in 
th e 1 uited States whom she is not likely 
to throw over. 
But there arc those who 
believe China will retaliate because we re­ 
fuse to receive Chinese laborers. 
W hy 
should she adopt that policy ? There are 
in C hina about 800 Americans all told. 
O f these 700 are in business and 150 are 
employers, merchants, engineers, builders, 
etc. 
The itinerant Americans in China 
average about 300 yearly. 
So that there 
are not 1 0 exceed 1,000 Americans in the 
C hinese Em pire exclusive 
of 
men in 
A m erican shipping 
from time to time. 
T hese American-, are restricted to very 
narrow lim its of travel iu the em pire. 
T hey are perm itted to reside in a few ports 
Only ; they rarely have leave to pass into 
the interior and are compelled to rely upon 
B ritish and American Consular Courts for 
protection of them selvesand their property 
On the other hand there are tens of thou­ 
sands of Chinese in A m erica; they have 
access to all our Courts and enjoy as broad 
a measure of protection under the laws as 
do our own people. 
They can travel in 
any part of the country with safety and 
live where in all the land suits them best. 
Chinese subjects can pass through the 
U nited States en route to other lands, and 
certain classes can enter to reside perm a­ 
nently. 
All these fac ts the Im perial Gov­ 
ernm ent well knows. 
Is it therefore at all 
probable that it will resort to any such 
measures as are reported ? The discharge 
of A mericans from Chinese Governmental 
employ is a m atter for 110 complaint w hat­ 
e v er; that is a thing about which we can 
have no concern, since there is no right 
vested in any American to le salaii-d by 
any Government whatever. 
But if China 
should 
by 
any 
possibility 
of 
folly 
declare for the exclusion of Americans, 
w hat then ? 
W ould it be any reason for 
change of policy ujkhi our part? 
C-er- 
tainly not: the United States is not to lie 
■China¡zed in order th a t a few Americans 
tuhv find it profitable to live in the O rient, 
(f China does not desire our people within 
her borders, th at is all there is of it. 
It 
is neither cause for grave offense on our 
part, nor for instant war or bitter retali­ 
ation. 
The Chinese here will not I* ex­ 
pelled in return, nor snfler abridgm ent of 
any right. 
T heir friends will still be jier- 
initted to pass to and fro through the 
country on their way home, or when 
going out to Europe or the W est Indies. 
M e will still buy of China and sell to her 
all we can. 
In short, if China closes her 
ports to Americans, it will tie cause for 
diplom atic intervention to ascertain the 
w hy and wherefore, and to insist upon our 
treaty and our international right to the 
sam e recognition for our people in China 
as is accorded those of other nations. 
It 
would be barely possible that such a com-1 
plication might lead to employment of 
force, but we im agine that very fc-w 
A m ericans will care to reside in the (’h i­ 
n t se Empire if they have to be maintained 
there by the strong arm. 
But. as said iu 
the outsei, it is improbable that there is 
any truth in die story of the proposed ex­ 
pulsion, aud there is 110 need to borrow 
trouble concerning it, for China never 
does that which undercuts her own in­ 
terest, ar.d the Americans in China are to 
Irer a source of profit and constitute a 
decided convenience, as her M inisters have 
repeatedly testified.

class in the U nited States would have no 
autocrat at its back. 
Supreme power 
would still be in the hands of the people, 
who, instead of protecting the official class 
in tyrannical excesses, would be apt to re­ 
gard it with jealousy and confine its regu­ 
lar action w ithin warranted bounds.” 
Professor Sm ith is sound in this expres­ 
sion. 
An official, aristocratic office-hold­ 
ing class, created by civil service regula­ 
tion dom inating in this Republic, is less 
probable than the autocracy of spoilsmen 
and the im perialism of political victors 
fattened upon official rewards dispensed by 
boss ism. 


T h e newspaper genius is never at rest. 
No sooner did New Y ork adopt electricity 
as a means of executing her criminals, 
than the restless newspaper philologist 6et 
about inventing a word to fit the ease 
“Execution,” by long usage, has come to 
the single meaning of hanging w ith us, 
of the garrote in Spain, and the guillotine 
in France. 
A new word was therefore 
deemed a necessity. The newspaper genius 
has accordingly created several, one of 
them being simply and awfully outrageous 
—“electrocution,” and, as Kingdon Mere­ 
dith says, its companions in misery— “elec­ 
trocute” and “electrocuted.” 
From these 
abominations,without root, reason or mean­ 
ing, “Good Ixird deliver us,” exclaims Mr. 
M eredith, and the R eco rd-U n io n cries 
amen.

FREEMEN AGAIN. 


P a r d o n D a y B r in g s R e lie f to Q u ite a 
B a tc h o f C o n v ic ts. 
The Governor yesterday granted several 
pardons 
and 
made one cum m utation. 
Joseph D. McKee, convicted of robbery 
and a prior case of petit larceny in San Fran­ 
cisco in October, 1880, and who was sen­ 
tenced to im prisonm ent for life, had his 
sentence comm uted to fifteen years. Mc­ 
Kee was convicted, together with two other 
men, of robbing a man of $5. One of the 
men died in prison, but on his deathbed he 
declared that McKee was innocent. 
The 
other party in the crime is now out of jail, 
his sentence having been commuted, and 
he makes affidavit that McKee was not 
with him at the tim e of the robbery. On 
these grounds the Governor grants the 
com m utation of sentence. 
Jacob Issler, who was convicted in A la­ 
meda county in July, 1888, of "indecent 
assault” and sentenced to six m onths' im ­ 
prisonm ent and a fine of $500, was par­ 
doned. H e has already served the six 
mouths, and over, and the Governor found 
that there was a reasonable doubt as to his 
guilt, and recognizes that the sentence was 
severe. 
A pardon was granted to John O’Neal, 
who was sentenced to ten years for robbery 
committed in San Joaquin county in Sep­ 
tember, 1886. O'Neal was convicted with 
two other men. One of them was acquitted 
and the other pardoned on the ground that 
im portant new evidence had been brought 
to light. The Governor considers that the 
new evidence should have been applied to 
O’Neal's case also. 
“Strong Bill” W illiams, an Indian, con­ 
victed in San Bernardino county in April, 
1881, of m urder in the second degree, and 
sentenced to life im prisonm ent, was also 
given his liberty. 
“Bill” got into a row 
with the Chief of his tribe and killed him 
while in the heat of passion. Tne pardon 
is asked for by the officers of the m ilitary 
posts near where the atfair took place, and 
also by General Miles and a large num ber 
of citizens residing at and near Needles. 
A pardon was also extended to W illiam 
McClure, convicted of robbery in 
San 
Diego county in September, 1887, and sen­ 
tenced to five years’ im prisonm ent. 
He 
was convicted, together with two other 
men, of robbing a man of a watch. All the 
parties were intoxicated at the time, and 
the other two have made affidavit that 
McClure is innocent and was asleep at the 
tim e of the robbery. Judge Works and 
District Attorney Copeland aiso send per­ 
sonal letters stating that they believe Mc­ 
Clure innocent, and on these grounds E x­ 
ecutive clemency was exercised.

In the m atter of the construction of a 
canal to drain the roads and contiguous 
lands from the Coyle ranch, on the Lower 
Stockton road, to Sims’ Lake, as per re­ 
port of County Surveyor Boyd, filed last 
May, D. \Y. Foster, W m.Curtis, A. Abbott, 
Carl Munger, Silas Chance and 11. W . 
Johnson addressed the Board 011 the sub­ 
ject, all favoring the canal. 
The m atter was finally referred to the 
Committee on Roads and Bridges to act. 
It was also ordered that the Board have 
a ditch dug from W hisky H ill to a point 
where the ditch would intersect Alder 
Creek, according to the County Surveyor’s 
report, along the lower Stockton road.

tim e, when the entire press of the coun­ 
try is discussing the water question as of 
more importance than any—we m ight say 
than all—others, if these statements were 
true, would it be good policy to tell the 
world about it? Is this the way to induce 
im migration ? It is a well known fact that 
all over the State water this year is scarce. 
Theie was little early snow; we have not 
had the usual late raitis; the unusual dry 
8pell has resulted in great evaporation, and 
made more irrigation than common nec­ 
essary, Several near mines (the Pacific 
using a perfect river of water) are in opera­ 
tion, aud vet 
by careful management 
Superintendent Rowlands, of the Sierra 
Nevada W ater and Im provem ent Com­ 
pany, has managc-d to keep everything in 
motion. 
W hen the iron pipe on the hill 
broke the Pacific s tu t down until repairs 
could be made. 
A few days later, under 
immense pressure, the pipe taking water 
to the foundry, machine shops, grist mill, 
etc., gave out. There was no iron in the 
city sufficiently heavy for this pipe, but it 
was telegraphed for and W eaiherwax &

THE POLICE SALARIES CASE BEFORE 
THE TRUSTEES.

The 
regular 
weekly meeting of the 
Board of City Trustee* was held yesterday. 
Present—Mayor Gregory atld Trustees Mc­ 
Laughlin and Wolf. 
The Chief Engineer of the Water Works 
reported that during the past week 41,374,­ 
000 gallons of water had been pumped, the 
Holly engine working 118 hours and the 
Stevens pump 142 hours. 
An extension of two mouths’ time was 
asked by the Central M. E. Church in 
which to lay a concrete walk iu front of 
the property on Eleventh street, between 
H and I. The matter was referred to Trus­ 
tee McLaughlin. 


RIVAL SCAVENGERS. 
_ B. M. Clarken appeared before the Board 
ir. behalf of Jesse Slaughter, the present 
City Scavenger. He complained that ever 
since Slaughter had been installed in otlice 
other parties were removing dead animals 
with permits given them by one of rhe 
veterinary surgeons of the city, and this 
was in violation of the ordinance, which 
stated that no one other than the City 
Scavenger shall remove dead animals with­ 
out they receive a permit either from the 
Health Officer or from the Veterinary In­ 
spector. 
The party of whom Slaughter 
complained did not receive any such per­ 
mits, and he (Slaughter) thought that the 
Board should see that he was protected. 
Action postponed a week. 


A r t h u r w i i .s o n ' s a c c o u n t s . 
William M. Lyon, who was employed 
by the Board to expert the books of the 
late Superintendent of the City Cemetery, 
A. J. Wilson, submitted his report of the 
condition of atlairs. In it he stated that 
he found every account correct, and could 
trace everything. However, there was $59 
due the city from Mr. Wilson, on account 
of the latter’s insufficient charges in some 
cases for burials. He had charged $1 when 
$2 and $3 should have been the amount. 
Mr. Lyon explained this by saying that 
sometimes poor people would come to Mr. 
Wilson and complain of poverty, and in 
manv cases he would give them a grave 
for $1. On this account there was a short­ 
age of $59, and the Board might or might 
not—just as it chose—compel Mr. W’ilson 
to pay this amount out of his pocket. 
Mayor Gregory stated that he was satis­ 
fied with the report, and moved that it be 
received and that Mr. WTilson be directed 
to make good the $59. The other mem­ 
bers apparently agreed with the Mayor, 
and the motion was carried. 


OFFICIAL REPORTS. 
R. W. Parker. Superintendent of the 
City Cemetery, submitted his monthly re­ 
port for August, which showed that in 
this city there were 24 deaths and 11 
Brought here for interment, making in all 
35 bodies interred. The collections for the 
month were $536 50. 
N. A. Kidder, Harbormaster, reported 
$167 50 as recapitulation for the month of 
August. 
Chief of Police Lee reported that the 
total number of arrests made by the Police 
during the month was 311; lodgers accom­ 
modated, 22; meals furnished, 1,346; amount 
on hand September 1st, $2. 
Ths report of the Poundmaster for the 
month of August showed that four horses 
had been impounded and five redeemed; 
four cows had been impounded and five 
sold; sixty-six dogs had been killed and 
twenty-four redeemed; receipts, $55 50. 


TU E POLICEMEN’S SALARIES. 
George E. Blanchard appeared before the 
Board and presented a writ of mandate 
from the Court of Judge Armstrong, order­ 
ing the Trustees to levy a special tax to pay 
the clsms of the policemen, pursuant to 
the decision of the Court. Mr. Blanchard, 
as attorney for the policemen, made quite 
an extended argument to the Board, urging 
the levyiDg of the tax. 
He referred to the 
petition, signed by hundreds of tax-payers, 
urging the Board to go ahead and do their 
duty by levying the tax to pay the police­ 
men. The petition was representative of 
the feelings of the people, and the Trustees, 
who were elected by these very people, 
ought to be influenced in their judgment 
by the will of the people. 
The policemen 
were now five months without their sal­ 
aries, and there was no doubt but that the 
money would have to be paid them, even 
if the case was dragged into the Supreme 
Court. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Blanchard’s re­ 
marks the Mayor asked that City Attorney 
Church be called in, that the Board might 
get his views on the subject. Mr. Church 
addressed the Board, and said he did not 
know whether or not it would be just the 
right tiling to appeal the case. He was de­ 
fending the city, together with Grove L. 
Johnson, and felt safe in saying that, were 
the case appealed to the Supreme Court, 
the judgment rendered by Judge Arm­ 
strong would undoubtedly be reversed. 
However, the petition presented to the 
Board and signed so numerously by the 
taxpayers was a thing in the case not to be 
overlooked. It spoke plainly for itself, and 
to a great extent showed how the people 
felt on the question 
The case could be 
appealed, but whether or not that would be 
the proper thing to do he left for the Board 
to decide. He did not wish to advise the 
Board on» way or the other in the matter 
of appealing the case, but stated that if they 
intended to make a fight and no*, let the 
matter rest where it was, they could win 
their case on the appeal. 
Grove L. Johnson was then called upon 
for his opinion. “I am here, gentlemen of 
the Board, at your request, and am ready 
to answer any questions you may ask of 
me,” said Mr. Johnson. ‘T will answer as 
your attorney in the cuse, and. as such, ad­ 
vise you as to what to do. Von will re­ 
member. gentlemen, that 1 told you 1 knew 
Judge Armstrong would render the decis­ 
ion he did. and i also told you it would be 
of ao avail forme to argue the matter before 
him. 1 did argue it somewhat at the re­ 
quest of City Attorney Church, and he will 
bear nte out in this assertion. 1 knew the 
Court would rule as it did, for Judge Arm­ 
strong bad shown his will in the matter 
long before it came into Court. I didn't 
like to argue the matter for the simple rea­ 
son that 1 knew I would be beaten and my 
prophecy, as you all know, came true, I 
Lave not the slightest doubt in my mind 
but that the Supreme Court would reverse 
the decision. 
I think they would do so 
even without hearing arguments at ali, so 
plain is the question. 1 have appealed the 
case already, but if you gentlemen wish it 
dismissed 1 can readily have your order 
obeyed.” In conclusion, Mr. Johnson stated 
that he was not giving his opinion as a 
private citizen, but as h lawyer, and was 
simply speaking on the points of law in 
question. 
“Don't yon think,” asked Mayor Greg­ 
ory, ‘‘that if the Supreme Court reverses 
the decision, our whole tKtlice force will be 
disbanded ? ” 
To this question, Mr. Johnson said that 
he did not think it would have any effect 
on the old members, and that there'would 
still be fif een on the force. 
Several citizens gave their views on the 
subject, but they were of those who are op­ 
posed to the paying of the salaries. 
C. E. Adams was one of those who did 
not want to see the police get their money. 
He was opposed to the levying of a tax, 
and thought the additional policemen on 
the force didn't help it a bit. He hadn't 
seen one near bis place of business for a 
long time. 
“How mnch taxes do you pav? ’’ came a 
voice from the crowd. 
Adams replied that he “guessed he paid 
enongh, anyway.” 
Elij ah Comstock also addressed the Board, 
and said that, while he thought the police­ 
men ought to get their salaries, he consid­ 
ered that the case ought to be appealed. 
He knew that when the question was left 
to Judge Armstrong how it would turn out. 
It was one of Judge Armstrong’s pet bills, 
and he considered that the officials in the 
Court-house, from the Judge down, were in 
the same ring and pulling together. He 
was on the Grand Jury, and. said he, “ we 
found out some damaging things, and 
when we’d go to have charges made we 
wouldibe informed that we couldn't do it 
—that* 
was not ¡aw, and that our grounds 
were ..oc good.” 
Someone passed the petition over to Mr. 
Comstock, with ths invitation tb sign it, if 
he was in favor of paying the men, but he 
refused to put hi? name down. 
Mr. Johnson spoke again, saying that the 
policemen were not in such a bad fix as 
people supposed. They had most of them 
—if not all—received their salaries at a 
small discount, and were not ia distress by 
any means. 
Several of the officers were present, end 
Mayor Gregory asked officers Simmons and 
Cunningham whether or not they had 
-cashed their warrants, and both replied 


that they had sold a part of their salaries. 
The Mayor went as far as to ask officer 
Cunningham what he got for a month's 
wages, but the question was considered to 
be getting too far into details, and was not 
answered. 
After more discussion, the Mayor moved 
that the matter be laid over, and it was so 
ordered. 
The Board then took a recess till after­ 
noon. 
A ftern oon S ession . 
At the afternoon session G. E. Blanchard, 
of counsel for the policemen in the salary 
case, again appeared before the Board and 
requested that the further consideration of 
the matter be continued until the next 
regular meeting of the Board. There had 
been some things said during the morning 
session 
in 
regard 
to 
the 
matter 
that 
he 
thought 
could 
be 
contro­ 
verted, but he desired a little time in which 
to consider the subject. He was satisfied 
that the petition filed with the Board, re- 
uuesting the payment of the salaries of 
policemen, was a genuine one, and that it 
was signed by most of the heaviest tax­ 
payers, with a full knowledge of its import. 
Signers can readily be obtained to some 
classes of petitions, but he was certain none 
had signed this one except those who were 
openly in favor of the increase in the police 
force and of the payment of the officers. 
Trust?? McLaughlin sail he was pre­ 
pared to vote on the matter at that mo­ 
ment, and moved that the Board indorse 
the action of the special counsel in the 
premises. 
Mayor Gregory thought It should go over 
for a week, and moved to amend the mo­ 
tion to that effect. 
Trustee Wolfe said he was also ready to 
vote on the matter, but would support the 
Mayor’s motion, as he desired to be fair to 
all parties. 
The amendment was carried, and the 
matter laid over. 


CEMETERY MATTERS A GA IN . 
When the claim of William M. Lyon for 
$-50, for experting the accounts of ex­ 
Cemetery Superintendent Wilson, came 
up, Trustee McLaughlin said he thought it 
too high. He said further that be thought 
it strange that the present Superintendent 
had turned in so much more money than 
Mr. Wilson did. 
Ths Mayor said that much of it could be 
accounted for by the increased number of 
Chiness exhumations, etc., during this 
year. The accounts of Mr. Wilson had 
been experted three 
times—by Messrs. 
Hopper, Clarken and Lyon—and he was 
disposed to accept their reports as sub­ 
stantially correct. Mr. Wilson had pos­ 
sibly been careless in his methods, but he 
(the Mayor) was inclined to the belief that 
there had been no willful crookedness on 
his part. If there was still any doubt on 
the part of the Board that Mr. Wilson's ac­ 
counts bad not been carefully experted, he 
would be willing to have the matter left to 
a board of experts, but for his part he was 
satisfied. If these experts’ reports could be 
relied upon, they should 
be 
accepted 
finally, the ex-Superintendent vindicated 
and the matter disposed of. 
On motion of the Mayor, the action of 
the Board at the morning session, in ac­ 
cepting the report of expert Lyon, was 
ratified. 
The question of allowing the claim of 
Mr. Lyon was laid over. 


COUNTY INDIGENT PERM ITS. 
Cemetery 
Superintendent 
Parker in­ 
quired whether or not the Board thought 
that the county should be liable for the ex­ 
pense of permits for burying its indigent 
dead. He could find no provision in the 
law exempting the county from liability 
therefor, although such fees had not been 
collected in the past. He said he bad just 
notified the Supervisors that henceforth 
fees would be charged. 
The Mayor remarked that he thought 
the Superintendent had acted properly, 
and on motion his action was indorsed by 
the Board. 
LICENSE REFORM. 
Mayor Gregory brought up the matter 
of the petition of citizens asking that 
the people be permitted to vote on the 
question of raising liquor licenses to $25 
per month. 
Trustee Wolf thought it no more than 
right to allow thecitizeDsan opportunity to 
vote on the proposition. The Board wasnot 
a9ked to increase the licenses, but simply 
to leave it to the decision ot the people. 
The matter was finally laid over for an­ 
other week. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
Trustee McLaughlin was granted further 
time in which to report on the matter of 
the request for an electric light at Thir­ 
teenth and D streets. 
After allowing a number of bills the 
Board adjourned.

A PRETTY CHAMBERMAID. 


EXPLOSION OF WINE GAS. 


M anual F r e ita s M eets a H orrib le D ea th 
at N ev is’ W in ery. 
Manuel Freitas, an employe at Nevis’ 
winery on Nineteenth street, entered one 
of the large storage vats Sunday for the 
purpose of cleaning the interior before fill­ 
ing it with wine. He foolishly took a 
lighted candle with him, despite the fact 
that he had been trequentiy warned against 
doing such. The result was an explosion 
of gas generated in the vat. Freitas was ter­ 
ribly burned about the face and body, and 
lived about twenty four hours. 
Freitas' death was purely accidental, and 
at the inquest last night the jury found a 
verdict to that effect. Freitas was a native 
of Germany, 32 years of age, and was un­ 
married. 


M uch A d o A bout N oth in g. 
Considerable time was wasted in the Fe­ 
lice Court yesterday over one of the most 
trivial of cases. It was the case of Edward 
Patterson, who was charged with disturb­ 
ing the peace of Fred. Cutbnocbt, a hostler 
employed at the City Brewery. It ap­ 
peared from the evidence given in the case 
that the brewery people did not like Patter­ 
son very much, considering him an old 
“crank." and found great delight in annoy­ 
ing him. Last night Cutbnocbt tore a 
board from the side of Patterson’s house, 
and Patterson reported the matter to Cap­ 
tain Ruhstaller, proprietor of the brewery. 
Cuthnocht happened along while Patter­ 
son and Ruhs'aller were talking, and Pat­ 
terson pointed him out to the proprietor. 
The hostler then called Patterson a vile 
name and Patterson returned the compli­ 
ment. That was ail there was to it. Cuth­ 
nocht was as much, if not more, to blame 
than Pattereon, and so the Judge found. 
Grove L. Johnson defended Patterson, 
ami had no trouble in securing the acquit­ 
tal of his client. 


T h e P e o p le 's A ttorn ey E xp lain s. 
Although the case of W. W. Cone, 
charged with petty larceny, was dismissed 
in the Police Court on Saturday, the dis­ 
missal had to be formally made again yes­ 
terday in order to keep the records straight, 
as the case had been originally set for hear­ 
ing yesterday. In asking for the dismissal. 
City Attorney Church explained that in 
doing so. he meant no disrespect toward 
the Chief of Police or the Police Depart 
ment—it was simplv because there was not 
sufficient evidence to warrant a conviction. 
In case the police should find more evi 
dence a new complaint could be filed. 


O ur C ounty E x h ib it. 
Sheriff McMullen and Supervisor Greer, 
representing the Grangers’ County Exhibit 
Committee, called on the City Trustees 
yesterday and requested a donation oí $150 
for the purpose of meeting the expíense of a 
county exhibit at the State Fair. Tbey 
stated that the Supervisors had donated 
$200, and with $130 additional they believed 
an excelleut exhibit could be made. 
The Board granted the request, and the 
representative grangers departed iu smiling 
mood. 


G ood for A in ailor, 
The Board of Supervisors of Amador 
county have appropriated $500 for the 
county exhibit at the State Fair. That 
county is making earnest tlforta to secure a 
large and creditable display of its varied 
resources. The citizens have contributed 
$700 for the same object. Sacramento city 
and county combined contribute $350 for u 
similar purpose. 


F a ir G round* for F resn o. 
Articles of incorporation of the Fresno 
Fair Grounds Association were filed in the 
Secretary of State’s office yesterday. The 
purpose is to maintain proper and complete 
lair grounds, and to hold fairs for the ex­ 
hibition of live stock and ail the products 
of skill and industry within the State. The 
capital stock is $100,000. 


A lleg ed D ish on est B a rk eep er. 
James Faulkner, a barkeeper, well known 
in Sacramento, where he has been a “ mix­ 
ologist ” of drinks in several saloons, wen‘.

The baby seals are 
born with white hair, which soon changes 
to a soft, silky brown fur, and they nestle 
upon their frozen beds of ice as long as 
they are suckled by their mothers. When 
from five to six weeks okl they can exist 
in water. 
Then they begin following their 
mothers about much after the manner of 
human babies, for their attention and the 
food of fish which they most dutifully pro­ 
vide. 
During this period the mother seal 
is an alert and hardy fisher. She will at­ 
tack the most active and powerful fish of 
these waters, save the shark ; and we have 
the testimony of Captain Desehatnps that 
instances have been known where battles 
between the food-hunting mother and 
these rapacious ruffians of the deep re­ 
sulted in the defeat and death of the lat­ 
ter. They are powerful swimmers,- and 
will force themselves up the most rugged 
salmon-leaps to attack the largest salmon. 
When the young seals are from five to six 
months old they are left to shift for them­ 
selves. 
Nor are they given up gradually. 
Of a sudden the mother seems to deter­ 
mine that a sufficient time and energy 
have been expended upon them.
